10. (Previously Presented) An agent inhibiting the expression of a specific gene which 
comprises a hairpin polyamide according to any of Claims 2, 4-7 and 9. 

1 1 . (Original) An agent according to Claim 10 wherein said specific gene is an abnormal gene.
